CARROLLTON, Mo., April 4.—The jury in 
the Taylor case has now been out since early 
yesterday morning and has made no report 
yet. The latest rumor this afternoon is that 
it stands seven for conviction and five for 
acquittal, but the rumor is not confirmed. 
The attorneys for both the prosecution and 
the defense admit there is not-much hope 
for a verdict. 

The rumors relevant to bribery are still 
circulated, and many believe that some of 


money consideration. Prosecuting Attorney 
Miller of this county was in the country 
yesterday all day investigating the stories, 
and is very silent as to the results of his 
efforts, simply saying he had nothing for 
publication.

Raising State Revenues. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., April 4—The Ju- 
diciary Committee of the House has under 
consideration a proposition to change the 
mode of levying taxes. It is what 1 
known as the “single tax idea.“ It Comes 
before the Legislature in the form of a 
joint resolution, presented by Mr. McLaugh- 


lin, providing for the submission, to the 
people of a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding that it shall be optional with each 
county or less political division to fix or 
determine by vote the class or classes upon 
which taxes for its public revenue shall 
be levied.’ There is little probability that 
it will be recommended to the House for 
adoption.

Result of the Labors of the State Board 
Falle Below Expectations. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 4—The 
State Board of Equalization has closed its 
session and gives out the following state- 
ment: A year ago this board endeavored, 


through a convention of assessors, to ob- 
tain better equalization of properties by 
Gloser obedience to the requirements of the 
statutes providing that assessments shall 

made at actual cash value, with the hope 
that Assessors generally would try to com- 
ply with the law, and that the legislature 
would pass such enactments in the reduc- 
tion of levy and otherwise as would secure 
greater uniformity. 

This expectation has not been realized, as

reductions in the valuations as returned by 
the assessors. The fifteen assessors who 
made their valuations according to their 
oaths and the requirements of the law are 
to be commended, and, no doubt, if their 
example had been followed, the neral 
Assembly would have made such reduction 
in the levy as would have prevented by that

“This corporation,” continued Senator

THE SAFES NOT OPENED, 


But the Passengers Gave Up Their 
Money, Watches, Jewelery 
and Revolvers.

DOVER, O. T., April 4.—Just before mid- 
night, twenty rods outside the limits of 
this town the south-bound Rock Island 
express and passenger train was held up by 
five men. The baggageman was shot 
through the wrist. The express safes were 
not opened, but $300 in money and many 
watches, rings and other articles of jewelry 
as well as six revolvers, were taken from 
the passengers.

THORN AND THE SOLID FIVE. 


The Wounded Man. Denies That His 
Badge Had Any Significance. 


George W. Thorn, who was so dangerously 
wounded by Charles A. Day in Cella’s sa- 
loon Tuesday, is resting more easily at the 
City Hospital and his recovery is now prob- 
able. His chest is encased in plaster paris 
and it is with difficulty that he talks. 

“TI can’t say much about the shooting,” 
said Thorn. “I was in Cella’s saloon with 
about fifteen other people, when this fel- 
low Day and another man came in. Day 
came right over to where I was leaning 
against the bar. I had been drinking, like 
everybody else in the saloon, so when he 
came up next to me I put my left hand on 
his back and was just going to jolly him a 
little about the election in a friendly way, 
when he drew back and shot me. The bullet 
hit me right over the heart. I don’t remem- 
ber much ates that. I know I ran away 
from him and he fired again, the second 
shot — me in the shoulder. Then I fell, 
and whil was on the floor he fired twice 
more. I don’t rémember whether any other 
shots were fired in the saloon or not. I know 
I didn’t fire any. Now, that’s all there is 
to it. I didn’t know this man Day at all. I 
didn’t know he was a Republican, didn’t 
know he had sworn out a warrant and didn’t 
— * he was looking for a man named 


Thorn is anxious — Day be — unished for 
the shooting. The only question he asked the 
Post-Dis spe ch man was whether Day was 
out of j 

When Thorn was stripped at the City 
Hospital Tuesday a silver badge, bearing 
his name and the inscription, “The Solid 
5, was found pinned to his suspender. 
Thorne, when asked the significance of this 
symbol, said it didn’t — anything. 

“Oh, I've had that badge, said he “for 
twenty years. Five of us fellows used to 
have a little club around Broadway and 
Biddle long ago. We had a little clubroom 
on Seventh street, between Biddle and O’Fal- 
lon streets, and we called ourselves The 
Solid 6,’ because we always went together. 
After the club broke up I put the badge 
away and didn’t wear it again until a 
couple of weeks „ when I was appointed 
— at Ma ison. I wasn’t sworn in

Thorn denied that the badge had any 
litical significance.

' THE LOBBY AND IT8 ECHO. 


The corporations are driving their 
organ hard. They allow no disguise or 
postponement. They demand their pound 
of flesh and they demand it instantly. 
No sooner does Mr. W. H. Phelps, the 
lobby chief, utter the lobby war cry than 
his words are echoed back reverberantly. 
A parrot could hardly do it better. 

The words of the lobbyist and its echo 
are given in full elsewhere. They prove 
What the Post-Dispatch has charged all 
along, namely, that the demand that the 
Fellow Servant law be made general“ 
is simply a lobby trick to defeat all legis- 
lation. 

The legal point raised, that the Gov- 
ernor can submit subjects to the Legis- 
lature but cannot limit the scope of 
their application, is simply dust-throwing 
to obscure the purpose to defeat all legis- 
lation on the Fellow Servant question. 
There is nothing in it. As well say 
that an extra session called to appro- 
priate money for the State University 
would have the right to make appropria- 
tions for any and all purposes because 
“appropriations” was the subject“ sub- 
mitted to it. 

Ot course the organ does not perceive 
that in saying that no sensible advocate 
of a fellow servant law means that it 
should be applied absolutely to all em- 
ployment” it completely surrenders the 
“principle” about which it has been 
canting. Consistency implies thought. An 
organ grinds; it does not think. 

If any employment is to be excepted 
from the operation of a principle“ the 
doctrine of limitation is conceded. It 
then becomes simply a question of what 
is expedient and wise under existing 
conditions. 

What the lobby and its organs want is 
a bill including just enough employments 
to enlist sufficient opposition to kill it, 
The people understand this perfectly. 
Or if they don't now, they will. 


A DOUBLE-BARRELED LESSON. 


Halsey C. Ives received 829 more votes 
than the candidate on the Republican 
Council ticket with the lowest vote. Phil 
Haqygtte received 1,373 less votes than 
the leading candidate on the defeated 
Democratic ticket. 

There is a double-barreled lesson to 
party managers. Ives was the leading 
representative of the best element on 
either ticket. He is an eminently suc- 
cessful man in a high profession. He.has 
proved his practical ability by his suc- 
cess. His standing in the community as 
an honest and honorable man is ex- 
cellent. Haquette, on the other hand, isa 
saloon-keeper, and represented the worst 
element on the Democratic ticket. There 
was nothing in his record or character 
to recommend him as a fit man to make 
the laws and-transact the business of the 
city. 

The votes recelyed by these two ex- 
tremes in the choice of candidates show 
the effect of fitness and unfitness in an 


election. The difference in the votes in a 


close contest could easily decide the ques- 
tion of success or defeat. In nominating 
so good a candidate as Prof. Ives the 
Republicans invited success against odds. 
In nominating so bad a candidate as 
Haquette the Democrats invited defeat 
even if the chances otherwise had been 
in their favor. . 

But more than this, the returns accen- 
tuate the blunder of the Democrats in 
nominating a saloon-keeper. The saloon- 
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machinery. The majority of them 
are Republicans, and their influence has 
deen almost uniformly given to the sup- 
port of the Republican party. 
| - Haquette’s low vote in a humiliating 
defeat was an extra slap at the local 
Democratic party for its special rolly. 


xn CITY DEMOCRACY’s DUrY. 


‘It is rumored that the Democratic City 
Central Committee is to be réorganized, 
and unless the Democrats. of St. Louis 
want their party thrown upon the politi- 
cal garbage heap they must make the 
rumor an accomplished fact. 

The reorganization of the City Commit- 
tee is the first essential step to any re- 
form of the party. The committee is 
a disgrace and an incubus. It is 
packed with thugs and toughs and 
the tools of men who save their 
own respectability while gaining in- 
decent political ends by having their 
dirty work done by proxy. It represents 
nothing but the boodle, boss and bunco 


mittee as it stands is a brand of political 
infamy on the party and an insuperable 
obstacle to its support by honest men.

COL. PHELPS’ DEFIANCE. 


Col. “Bill” Phelps; the chief of the cor- 
poration lobby in the Missouri Legisla- 
ture, has passed the word along the line 
of his faithful retainers that the lobby 
will fight for its control of legislation. 

In a noteworthy interview in this morn- 
ing’s issue of the local corporation or- 
gan, and which he enlarges in to-day’s 
Post-Dispatch, Col. Phelps defies the Gov- 
ernor and the people of Missouri. He 
practically admits the charge of Gov. 
Stone that the lobby has influenced legis- 
lation and declares that it will continue 
its efforts to influence it. He asserts that 
the lobby will be at Jefferson Cfty dur- 
ing the extra session and will do then 
what it did during the regular session. 
It will permit no bills not in the interest 
of its masters, the corporations, to pass. 
More than this, he claims the control of 
railroad legislation as a right of the rail- 
roads because they pay taxes to the 
State. 

Col. Phelps has bestowed an unex- 
pected favor upon the people of Missouri 
by his bold note of defiance. He has 
clarified and emphasized the issue. His 
proclamation means that the creatures 
of the State have openly set themselves 
up as its masters, that no law shall be 
passed without their consent, that the in- 
terests of the railroads shall be para- 
mount tO all considerations of justice, 
popular rights or public interest. It 
means that the popular will must yield to 
the railroad mandate and the representa- 
tives of the people become the slaves of 
the salaried lobbyists of the railroad 
corporations, 

In taking up the gage of battle Col. 
Phelps. has made it impossible for the 
members of thé Legislature to evade 
the issue between the corporations and 
the people. They must choose which they 
will serve and whether the laws shall be 
made by the General Assembly, according 
to the will of the people, or by a corrupt- 
ing Third House, according to the dic- 
tates of greedy corporations.

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LET THE COUNTRY PRESS SPEAK OUT. 


Before the State Legislature convenes 
for the work of the extra session there 
will be time for three issues of the weekly 
newspapers of the State. 
The task of the Legislature has been 
clearly defined by Gov. Stone. The issues 
have been reduced to three plain proposi- 
tions, viz.: Shall the lobby control legis- 
lation? Shall injustice to the employes of 
railroad corporations continue under the 
law? Shall opportunities for election 
frauds bé allowed to exist in St. Louis 
and Kansas City? 
All the people of the State trrespective 
of party are vitally interested in the 
right determination of these questions. 
They involve justice to a large body of 
people, honesty in legislation and hon- 
esty in elections. 
If the country newspapers speak out 
fearlessly on these questions they can do 
more to make known the sentiments of 
the people and to influence legislators 
than the metropolitan dailies. They rep- 
resent the great mass of sturdy people 
who make up the bone and sinew of the 
State. They go into the people’s homes 
and can both voice and mold the opinion 
which controls the political destiny of the 
State. 
If they unitedly demand of the Legisla- 
ture the execution of the popular will 
and secure through their influence the 
objects sought by Gov. Stone in calling 
the extra session they will render an 
inestimable service to the State.

The grief of the spoils 
organ over the shame of having virile 
politicians who fight for office with clubs 
and fists and revolvers thus rebuked will 
doubtless be uncontrollable.

In some respects the 
of the crime is one of the most re- 
ble that has ever been told in this 
ty, and.the account of the transfer of the 
orpse in its rude bundle from Caesar’s 
ou on West Twenty-seventh street, by 
mea of a Sixth avenue surface car, in 
he early part of the evening to the place 
where it was found seems hardly possible. 
But the Superintendent said he had no 
doubt as to the identity of the murderer, 
and avowed that the police could prove the 
t of ever? statement made. The first 
piece of definite information gathered by 
the detectives was unearthed at 2 o'clock 
on Wesday afternoon, when they found a 
w6énmran who positively identified the dead 
woman as Mary Martin, the mistress of 
William Caesar, who had lived with him 
since last August in two rooms on Twenty- 
seventh street. Caesar, the woman’s protect- 
or, it was discovered, was a porter in the 
store of Youmans, the hatter, under the 
Hoffman House. 
The detectives hired apartments on the 
opposite side of the street from Caesar's 
house and kept a close watch. This was 
Tuesday afternoon. It was ascertained 
that on Friday night the couple had a vio- 
lent quarrel, and that the woman threw a 
glass at the man, hitting him on the head. 
e then threw her down on the floor, after 
her by. the throat with 
ere, lying on the floor, it is 
said he had her throat in such a grasp 
that he thought he had killed her, but 
when he released his hold he discovered 
that she was still breathing. Then, accord- 
ing to the police, he secured the piece of 
cheese cloth which was found tied around 
her neck on Sunday morning. This, it is 
alleged, he put ground her throat and 
twisted it, and then tied it into a double 
knot and strangled her. He slept as sound- 
ly, it is said, as if the corpse of the woman 
Was not almost within his very sight. The 
next morn he went to work as usual, 
locking the door behind him. At noon he 
went back to the house, unlocked the 
door to see if the body had been disturbed, 
and then returned to his work. 
On Saturday evening, according to the 
story of the police, Caesar went back to his 
home, and prepared to dis of the body 
of the woman he had killed. On his way 
to his room he borrowed a butcher’s cleaver 
from a man he knew. He first attempted 
to cut the legs off at the hips, but failed in

knees. Having proceeded so far, he took 
a piece of carpet off the floor and an old 
rug which was in the room, and rolled the 
body up in them, after having tied the 
hands firmly, so that they might not fall 
apart. It was at this time not later than 
8:30 or 8:45, so the Superintendent said. He 
packed up the bundle and took it in his 
arms and took it from the house, which 
is not far from enth avenue, to Sixth 
avenue, where hé boarded a Sixth avenue 
car, bound down town, and stood on the 
front platform. There were others in the 
car at the time, but none appeared to have 
paid any attention to the negro, who 
had a large bundle. As the car stopped at 
Waverly place, Caesar got off and walked 
over to the west side of the street, in front 
of the building of the New York Bank 
Note Co. The man is not powerful. He 
leaned against the rail in front of the 
building to rest, and put the bundle on 
top of the railing, which is some 5 inches 
in width. In some way, howeyer, the bundle 
slipped and fell over the railing upon the 
ground on the other side. To attempt to 
ut it together again the negro saw would 
e useless, and so he concluded to let it 
remain there and walked quietly away. 
There it lay undiscovered until 6 o'clock 
Sunday morning, when young Phillips found 
it as he was on his way to early morning 
mass in a ighboring church. Sunday 
evening, thé Superintendent says, Caesar 
went to his rooms and burned up the effects 
of the woman. When the rooms were ex- 
amined to-day, after the prisoner’s arrest, 
the walls were found spattered with blood. 
Caesar is 28 years old, and was born in the 
West Indies. He is a little above the me- 
dium height, and is very black-skined. He 
has been in this city since 1890.

Of the 
publications received about 14,000 were books, 
15,000 musical compositions, 10,000 periodicals 
and 5,000 photographs, while the remainder 
were made up of dramatic compositions, 
engravings, chromos, prints, designs, maps 
and charts. 

Mr. Spofford says there has been a steady 
though not rapid progress in the extension 
of international copyrights. This has not 
hitherto been so largely availed of by 
foreign authors as was anticipated upon the 
passage of the copyright law in 1891. There

AT MIDNIGHT. 


A Disastrous $30,000 Fire at 
Wells Station. 


SEVERAL NARROW ESCAPES. 


An Overheated Stove Burns Out the 
Pavilions and Residences of John 
~ “icCluskey and Schlueter Bros. 


All the buildings clustering around the 
St. Louis & Suburban Railway terminus at 
Wells Station were razed to the ground by

At the scene of the conflagration, on 
Thursday morning, the damage to the Mc- 
Cluskey residence and its contents was es- 
timated at about $4,000, and to the restau- 
rant at about $8,000, the fixtures and other 
furniture being somewhat costly. This is 
covered by insurance. 

The Schlueter pavilion, which included a 
well-equipped saloon, grand-stand and a 
two-story residence, was also a total loss, 
aggregating about $12,000. Among the fixt- 
tures was an $1,800 soda fountain, thirty-six 
marble-top tables, 400 cane-bottom chairs, 
besides the handsome bar and other saloon 
fixtures, the saloon being a popular resort 
during the summer. This, also, was in- 
sured. 

President Charles H. Turner of the rail- 
road company, who arrived at Wells at 
about 10 o’clock Thursday, stated that the 
loss to the company will aggregate $5,000 
or more. The conflagration resulted in a 
complete cessation of traffic on the Floris- 
sant division for twenty-four hours, entirely 
cutting off residents beyond Wells 
communic-tion with the city, save by the 
Wabash Railroad. 

The fire was caused by an overheated 
stove in the McCluskey restaurant, lighted 
earlier in the evening by several boys. A 
couple of five-gallon gasoline and coal oil 


a costly fire at 12:30 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing. The fire was accompanied by thrilling 
escapes on the part of the occupants, some 
in entire deshabille. All the property of the 
railroad company was destroyed, the west- 
ern extension of the road cut off from traffic, 
and the entire neighborhood rendered a 
mass of smouldering debris. 

At Wells Station the road terminates in a 
circular loop, within which were two wait- 
ing rooms and a ticket office, the entire 
Space being covered by a platform.

GOUNOD AND MOZART. 


Masterpieces Adequately Rendered by 
the Metropolitan Company. 


The performance of Faust“ Wednesday 
afternoon drew an audience a little larger 
than that of Tuesday night, owing probably 
to the popularity of Gounod’s masterpiece; 
but it was by no means an ideal representa- 
tion. M. Mauguiere’s light and rather sweet 
tenor was quite a descent from the heroic 
tones of Tamagno the night before, and he 
sang his part with a lack of action and 
facial expression, which produced no se- 
ductive effect whatever. 

Mme. Scalchi sang at times with consider- 
able spirit, and, as usual, captured the audi- 
ence with the big chest tones with which 
she closed her arias. 

Melba was disappointing. Her voice was 
as pure and true and her vocalization as 
faultless as ever, but her acting was indif- 
ferent and sometimes quite awkward. She 
took the jewel song' in quite a slow tempo, 
and there was almost an absolute failure of 
applause at the end of this number, which 
usually brings down the house. It was only 
in the last act that she showed any anima- 
tion whatever, and then she succeeded in 
moving the audience. 

M. Ed de Reszke, as Mephistopheles, did 
somewhat to redeem the performance, but 
he was evidently saving himself. Still, his 
big voice and full, round tones gained an en- 
core in the “Calf of Gold.“ 

Owing to the sudden indisposition of Sig. 
Ancona, the part of Valentine was taken by 
Sig. Bensaude, who was quite acceptable. 

The chorus, too, was quite ragged; still the 
ever popular march song received an encore.

“DON GIOVANNL” 

M. Maurel gave another exhibition of fin- 
ished acting and clever singing in the per- 
formance of Don Giovanni.“ Like the 
Iago of the previous night, it was the por- 
trayal of a subtle rascal, but one of an en- 
tirely different type. Utterly without con- 
science, the vicious Don nevertheless takes 
the world carelessly and jovially. He is no 
gloomy pessimist like Iago, hating and de- 
spising mankind while using them, but a 
reckless optimist, loving and embracing wo- 
mankind at every opportunity. The high- 
born privileged nobleman dances along his 
mad career, leaving ruin and death behind 
him, till a supernatural doom engulfs him, 
still defiantly scoffing. It is almost need- 
less to specify single numbers where all 
were done so well by the great baritone, and 
it is the finished picture of careless and re- 
fined villainy that one carries away rather 
than the remembrance of any particular 
aria. Still, one might mention the captivat- 
ing Serenade,“ which received an enthusi- 
astic encore. 

Mme. Nordich did the intensely dramatic, 
but not very popular, part of Donna Anna 
with her wonted intelligence and power, her 
impassioned calls for vengeance upon the 
murderer of her father being forceful and 
striking. 

Mile. Zelie de Lussan sang with excellent 
effect in her duet with Don Giovanni and 
in her two delicious solos, receiving an en- 
core each time. She made a capital sou- 
brette, and managed her two lovers with 
lightness and skill—find — the opportunity 
also to joke in asides“ th the orchestra, 
to the great delight of the musicians and 
the mystification of the audience. In this 
she was more than seconded by Sig. Rinal- 
dini, who, as Massetto, the rustic bride-

Queer Captain Broman Sailing the Pacific 
in a Boat 13 1-2 Long. 

Capt. Gustaf Broman sailed from Marsh⸗ 
field, Ore., a few days ago in his Boot 6- 
inch logboat, bound for San Francisco, 
from which point he intends to take his 
craft to New York by sail, using naphtha 


or electricity te propel her over the rails. 


From New York he will sail his queer little 
boat to Europe. 

The Gustaf Adolph II., for such is the 
name given by Capt. Broman to his beat, in 
honor of the Swedish King, was launched 
at Marshfield in the presence of fully 4,000 
people, who came from all parts of Coos 
County to see the doughty Captain start on 
his perilous voyage. After the little vessel 
struck the water and righted herself she 
was taken in tow by the steamer Yarrow 
and escorted to the Government jetty by 
four excursion boats carrying fully.600 pas- 
sengers, who cheered the Captain and his 
boat heartily. 

When the jetty was reached the lines were 
cast off and the Captain started on his 
voyage, but it was only a short one, for 
when down to the bar an unfriendly wind 
caught the little vessel and drove her onto 
the sand-pit, and there left her high and 
dry. Nobody could get near enough to the 
Captain to learn his intentions, and his only 
recourse was to wait for the next morning’s 
tide to take him off. This he did; and he is 
now on the Parific, but whether sailing 
north or south will not be known until the 
Gustaf Adolph II. is spoken by some pass- 
ing vessel. 

In an interview Capt. Broman said if he 
met with severe southeast winds he would 
change his course and sail for Portland. 
He thought, however, that he could beat 
down successfully against any southeaster. 
The Captain in to keep reasonably in 
shore, so that, in case of anything going 
wrong, he can make a for repairs. 

The Gustaf Adolph II. was built by the 
Captain himself at Marshfield, Ore. She is 
built out of a white cedar log, has a 12-foot 
keel, is 3 feet on the beam, 1 * depth 
and is 13 feet 6 inches over all. boat is 
provided with four compartments forward 
and aft. These are dug out of the solid hul 
of the vessel, and are used for water an 
provisions. The boat has one mast and is 
sloop-rigged. 

Upon arriving in San sco she will 
be refitted with three masts ag a full-rigged 
ship. The boat carries a cen board made 
of steel and measuring about 2 feet in width 
and 2 in length. She weighs about 110
